„s  in  tho  rest  of  the  couiitry,  Heart  Disease  and  Cancer  provided 
the  largest  quota  of  deaths  and  Heart  Disease  showed  a  decrease 
(20/28)  . 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  was  the  same  as 
last  y--ar  (2)  but  the  number  of  births  v/as  rather  more,  there  v/as 
therefore,  a  small  decrease  in  tho  Infant  Mortality  Rate,  25.97 
(27.12)  . 


As  regards  Hotifiablo  Infectious  Disease,  there  v/as  no 
epidemic  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  last  year,  when  there  v/as 
a  measles  epidemic  of  244  cases. 

Small  pox:  From  time  to  time  during  the  year,  notice  v/as 
received  from  Port  Health  Authorities  of  ’passengers'  proc'/.eding 
to  tho  Urban  District  from  ships  in  which  cases  of  smallpox  had 
developed  or  been  suspected.  Vaccination  was  offered  to  these 
passengers  who  were  inspected  and  kept  under  observation.
